Law  or  Grace,  Which? 

1 ! 

It  has  often  been  said  there  has  been  given 
two  ways  of  salvation,  one  by  the  law,  the 
other  by  grace.  If  I understand  properly  God’s 
teachings  there  is  but  one,  and  has  never 
been  out  one,  atid  that  is  by  the  atoning  sac* 
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grace.  Salvation  could  not  have  its  origin 
in  works,  for  its  subjects  wrene  dead  in  tres- 
passes and  sins”  (v.  1)  -nor  was  God  dis- 
posed to  deliverance  by  any  gold  that  was  in 
them  prior  to  this  condition  ojf  spiritual  death, 
tor  they  “were  by  nature  children  of  wrath, k’ 
(v.  3V 

The  apostle  does  not  epcc'uHe  works  under 
the  Mosaic  law  and  allow  ejfficaey  to  those 
under  the  gospel.  He  w]as  Writing  to  Geh- 
tiles,  (vs.  3 1 1),  and  the  Mosaic  ritual  was 
never  biriding  upon  them.  This  negation 
simply  defines  more  closely  the  phrase,  “not 
of  yourselves.”  Not  of  works  is  equivalent 
to  not  of  yourselves.  Paul  evidently  iutends 
to  teach  that  salvatson  did  nqt  have  its  origin 
in  the  works  of  man,  bjit  wholly  in  God’s

profitable.”  Those  who'  were  *aved  before 
Chrii-t's  advent  to  atone  for  the  sins  of  the 
world,  were  saved  by  faith  and  not  by  \jrorks 
of  the  law.  for  “ by  the  works  of  the  law  no 
flesh  shall  be  justified  in  his  sight.”  ftom. 
2:20 

Now,  again,  Paul  says:  “ For  what  thelaw 
could  not  do,  in  that  it  was  tvtak  through  the 
flish,  God  sending  his  own  son  in  the  like- 
ness of  sinful  flesh  and  for  sin,  condemned 
sin  in  the  flesh.  Rom.  8:3.  : Here  we  Under- 
stand that  the  law  was  ntve'r  capacitated  for 
saving  man.  It  is  perfect;  just,  ard  qood, 
but  is  weak  through  the  flesh.  Her:  his 
language  to  the  Galations:  “A  man  i ; not 
justiged  by  his  works  save  through  failh  in 
Jesus  Christ,  even  we  b.Jieved  on  C hrist 
Jesus,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  fail  h in, 
and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law;  because  by 
the  works  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justi- 
fied.” Gal.  2:16.  “ That  tjo  roan  is  justified 

by  the  law  in  the  sigjrtof  Gjod,  it  is  evident; 
for  the  just  shall  live  by  fgi'h.”  Gal  3:11. 
These  passages  make  it  clear  that  silvation  is 
notbyworksoflaw.it  is  by  grace  though 
faith  in  Christ  Jesus.  . “ For!  by  grace  ate  ye 
saved  through  failh  and  that  not  of  (your- 
selves; it  is  the  gift  of  God.  Not  of  works 


The  efficient  cause.  This  is  not  given  jin 
this  scripture,  but  we  kpow  from  many  others 
that  it  is  the  righteousness  bf  Jesus  Christ, 
the  reward  6f  his  obedient  life  and  sacrificial 
death,  fieely  bestowed  upon,  or  imputed  to, 
anl  graciously  accepted  in  those  who  believe 
in  the  Son  of  God. 

The  instrumental  cause  Salvation  is 
through  faith.  This  grace  and  duty  is  the 
medium-  It  apprehends,  receives  and 
appropriates  the  salvation  which  grace 
provides.  Salvation  is  net  on  account  of 
faith,  but  by  means  of,  through  it.  One  is 
saved  by  faith  just  as  one  liyes  bv  beggingj 
subsistence  is  on  what  is  received,  and  not 
oti  what  is  done.  The  nqueduct  conveys  thd 
water;  it  does  not  furnish  it. 

“It  is  thejjift  of  God.”  What?  Salvation, 
or  faith,  <rr  both?  Leave  out  the  italics  and 
read.  “God’s  is'the  gift|”\  Observe  the  dons 
nection:“not  of  yourselves;  God’s  is  the  gift.’] 
Some  interpret,  “and  this  faith  is  not  of  yourJ 
Selves;”  while  oth  rs  say,  ‘land  this  sajvaj 
ttion  is  not  of  yourselves.”  Reference  tq 
faith  is  sometim  s excluded  because  of  it* 
gender,  and  it  is  urged  that  the  muter  "it’ 
pr  "“gift”  cannot  hav^  a feminine  nojun 
”faith”*as  its  antecedent.  This,  howeveii,  is 
not  decisive,  as  may  be  seen  from  other  pass* 
ages.  The  clauses,  “not  of  yourselves”  land 
“not  of  works,”  are  against  the  exclusive,  of 
tven  the  special,  reference  to  faith.  Why 
may  not  the  reference  be  to  salvation,  not  ex| 
clusively,  but  comprehqnsiviely?  The  whold 
thing,  the  blessed  arrangement,  salvitiou  by 
grace  through  faith,  is  God’s  gift  If  it  haq 
its  source  in  man,  if  it  Were  apprehended  and 
receiv  d through  an  indrpendent  act  of  man; 
though  originating  in  the  grace  of  God,  then 
he  could  boast  before  God;  but  if  it  is  wholly  of 
God’s  bounty,  there  is  no  ground  for  exalta.* 
tion.  I understand  the  meaning  to  be  thaf 
being  saved  through  faith  cofnes  rot  of  yourj 
selves;  it  is  a gift,  and  that  gilt  is  God's;  sal* 
r ation  is  deliverance,  and  God  is  the  great 
Deliverer.  This  deliverance  is  not  limited  to 
throwing  open  the  gates  of  prison,  and  in- 
viting the  prisoner  to  come  oht;  it  is  also  giv-; 
ing  lile  to  he  dead  man. taking;  him  by  the  hand 
and  leading  him  out 

Good  works  cannbt  be  the  source,  the  ^ffi* 
cient  cause,  or  the  instrumental  cause  of  sal-t 
because  they  are  its  aim  and-endJ 


Ephesians  2:8-10: 

I have  been  requested  to  give  an  interpreta- 
tion of  this  passage.  1 ‘ For  by  grace  are  ye  s ived 
through  faith;  and  that  not  yourselves;  it  is 
the  gift  of  Godf  not  of  works  lest  any  man 
should  boast.” 

The  design  of  the  apostle  is  plainly  to  ex- 
clude from  man  all  boasting  with  reference  to 
his  salvation  This  fact  should  guide  us  in  the 
explana'ion  of  his  words. 

By  salvation  here  reference 
is  had  not  to  the  completed  work,  nor  to  that 
work  in  process,  hut  to  ks  beginning.  “Are 
savtd”  means,  not  ate  Being  saved,  but  have 
been  saved  and  are  now  in  the  re  ultant 
state,  and  hence  “are  saved  ” It  is  the  op- 
posite of  condemnation;  it  is  the  release  of 
the  of  the  prisoner  on  his  pronounced  pardon. 

The  source.  Sa|vati«n  has  its  origin  in  the

The  meeting  with  the  Brookhaven  church, 
that  was  protracted  through  two  weeks, 
closed  on  Saturday  night  last,  when  the  sa- 
cred ordinance  of  baptism  was  administered 
to  the  candidates  by  Rev.  T.  N.  Compton, 
who  had  conducted  every  service.  There 
were  27  accessions  to  the  church  and,  per- 
haps, fifty  conversions;  and  the  services  all 
through  the  meeting  were  characterized  bjy 
power  and  deep  spiritual  interest.

Where 
other  like  meetings  have  had  an  average  of  a 
dozen  to  attend,  these  r,  numbered  from  50  to 
75  every  day. 

Our  church  were  unanimous  in  their  invi- 
tation to  Bro.  Compton  to  conduct  their  meet- 
ing, they  having  learned  to  love  him  for  his 
.work’s  sake,  when  he  assisted  in  a meeting 
here  four  ytats  ago,  and  it  will  probably  not 
be  so  long  a time  before  be  is  again  invited 
to  come  among  them. 

Immediately  following  the  meeting,  a most 
delghtful  “service”  was  held  at  the  home  of 
Rev.  R.  J.  Boone,  where  thepe  congregated 
toge'her,  one  evening,  representatives  from 
nearly  every  Baptist  family  in  the  town.  The 
“results”  of  this  meeting  were  a liberal  sup- 
ply of  groceries  for  the  good  man’s  use,  be- 
side a purse;  all  of  which  but  poorly  express- 
ed the  e>teem  and  appreciation  of  Bro  Boone’s 
many  friends,  who  have  watched  him  faith- 
fully laboring  in  the  Master’s  vineyard  “in 
season  and  out  cf  season”  for  many  years, 
regardless  of  wind  or  weather,  or  pecuniary 
reward.  The  ‘ pounding, ” so  conscientious- 
ly given  and  hpartily  bestowed  up  n him  was 
a labor  of  love  pure  and  simple:

21,  1880.  Died  at  his  home  in  Gillsburg. 
September  14,  i9-x>.  Twenty  years  he 
kas  been  one  of  the  objects  of  love  pnd 
eare  of  that  Christian  home  from  vthicli 
he  was  taken.  Twenty  years  of  lies 
which  were  broken  on  earth  to  be  taken 
up  after  while  on  the  shores  of  street 
rest.  ^ 

Elmer  Schilling  was  the  second  Von 
of  Brother  and  Sister  T.  C.  Schilling. 
This  is  their  first  grave.  Their  jfin-t 
great  sorrow.  Their  first  representative 
iu  heaven.
